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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including 
the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final 
rejection. Since this application is eligible for continued examination under 
37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely 
paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant 
to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 08/25/04 has been 
entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 3-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) 
contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in such 
a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the 
inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. The specification, as originally filed, does not provide 
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support for "external steam generating unit", as is now claimed in claims 3, 
4. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the 
basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Oguri et al. (4,366,005). 

Oguri et al. teach a method of steam washing in a dishwasher. The 
method comprises steam wash (1 1 minutes) and then main wash (18 
minutes). See col. 4, lines 59-61. The pressure and temperature are 
inherent in the Oguri et al. Process. Normally, change in temperature, 
concentration, and pressure, is not patentable modification. See In re Aller 
105, USPQ 233, 255 (CCPA 1955). 



Oguri et al. do not teach the time and the injecting step as claimed. 
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It would have been obvious for one skilled in the art to adjust the time to 
improve cleaning and to obtain optimum results. This is because increasing 
the steaming time will enhance and improve the cleaning process. 

Regarding the injecting step, in claims 3, 4, applicant admits that any 
conventional method for generating steam can be employed, for example a 
steam nozzle injection apparatus. See specification, page 4, second 
paragraph, and page 5, paragraph 4. 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered 
pertinent to applicant's disclosure. Federighi et al. (4,135,531) disclose 
dishwasher operated solely by steam and hot water pressure.
